the ends of the ribbon in bows ami dec- 
orate the four triangles with a simple 
design of violets painted in water colors. 

Beautiful ribbons are being told at a 
low price this season, and a ribbon cush- 
ion is extremely pretty. If it is to be 
20 inches square, it will require ten 20 
inch strips of 2 inch ribbon, five of 
one color and five of another — gold and 
olive for example. Stitch them together 
on the machine in alternate stripes, not 
in a seam, bnt by lapping the edges and 
keeping as close to the margin as pos- 
sible. Press the ribbon Bquare on the 
wrong side with a wnrm iron before 
sewing it to the other half of the cush- 
ion cover, which should be of a solid 
color. The frill for the edge is made 
of two long lengths of the ribbon of 
the two colors stitched together like the 
other, gathered along the edge of one 
strip and sewed on the cushion over- 
hand. If there happen to be a numlier 
of odd pieces of ribbon of different col- 
ors, they may be arranged to form a 
Roman striped square instead of using 
only two shades.

Run pale blue baby ribbon through the 
open row around the ankle, tying it in a 
bow in front, and perfume the socks by 
letting them he in a sachet nntil they are 
presented, 

A chest protector to wear with even- 
ing dress is an excellent thing to give a 
man. It should be rather over a foot 
long and 10 or 11 inches wide when it is 
finished. Make the outside of black sat- 
in and line it with quilted white china 
silk, with a chamois interlining. The 
band to go around the collar is of white 
silk stiffened with cambric and is sewed 
on the left side of the neck. Just inside 
the free end, which most taper slightly, 
fasten a bit of corset Bteel 2 inches long 
that it may pass easily through the 
buckle, or use the piece of steel in an old 
madeup neck scarf.

pl« kind, like that sold for worsted work, 
only made of silk instead of cotton. 
Work a continuous design in cross stitch 
along the whole length, using dull yel- 
low, white, olive and brown silks, and 
leaving the plain canvas as a back- 
ground. Press the strips after they are 
finished and line them with gold colored 
satin ribbon la inches wide, by basting 
the canvas along the middle of the rib- 
bon, turning the extra eighth of an inch 
over on the face of the canvas on each 
edge and stitching it on the machine as 
close to the selvedge as possible. It is 
better to have the suspenders mounted 
at a shop, as it can lie done more strong- 
ly there than at home, and unless they 
are strong they are useless. 

To make a pansy shaving paper case 
draw lightly on medium heavy water 
color board the outline of a pansy flower 
8 inches in diameter, which can be eas- 
ily enlarged from one of the small stud- 
ies now so common. Indicate the mark- 
ings carefully and lay on the coloring in 
bold water color washes. If it shows 
signs of warping, lay clean blotting j»a- 
por over the face and dry it under pres- 
sure. Cut two round holes five inches 
ajiart in the top of the tipper petals. The 
shaving leaves are of white tissue paper, 
with corresjsinding jierforations. They 
are attached to the back of the pansy by 
means of a double ribbon drawn through 
the holes, which also serves to suspend 
the shaving jiajier case. 

It may be added, as a hint to those who 
wish to buy jireseuts, that men seem to 
be almost as much jileased with extract 
of violet, gloves, flue handkerchiefs and 
silk hosiery as are their more frivolous 
sisters.

Tlie prettleat things I have fonnd this 
week are the Nrw Castle braids for 
trimmings. Tiny are far beyond any- 
thing of the kind attempted liefore. Tiie 
Hercules braid in fine mohair lias high 
ril* that stand up like cords on the sur- 
face, giving this old favorite a new face 
and a handsomer one. There lathe reg- 
ular lineof silk braids in different widths 
now so popular as raj*' and cloak trim- 
mings. There is a now o|iett work |>at- 
tem in silk and mohair in all the sea- 
son's colors, and black, which dis-s not 
run over an inch wide, hut that inch is 
the very jirrfection of snch weaving. 

Tho new si rjx ntine braids havo caught 
on most decidedly, and with themconics 
a double hiuding in the same weave, 
which is used to hind the pretty scal- 
loped ruffles to cape*, ravers and the bot- 
toms of skirt, where some other color lie- 
math shows the graceful edge. There 
are several new stylos and widths in 
Titan braids, and some very beautiful 
black basket weave braids varying from 
one to four inches wide, and another jiat- 
tern, which for want of a l»-tt*r name 
I will call lio|>sncking. as it has the same 
weave that give* that fabric its n •• .0. 

oho of tiie Hercules ami Titan braids 
have a jiattern of soutache sewed on 
tiiein. and another series of loo|« fasten- 
e»l to tiie dge. Tins makes a rich trim- 
ming for dress skirts. Another braid, 
plniu, is fast ein. 1 to a narrower one by a 
row of narrow acepontine or aigzag. the 
wider hratd Iretllif fulled on so that it 
forms a narrow 1 ‘sprung" ruffle. These 
slyb-H can he had in the same |>att< ru in 
several widths, so that a series of theae 
can lie sewed on the skirt of a drees, and 
each is narrower than the other toward 
the top. It makes a stylish garniture. 
There are some wide braids in square 
tqs-n work pattern resembling crotchet 
very closely, and these come in every 
color. 

The black and moat of the colored 
braids are made into buttons to match, 
•nine small, but for this season some of 
them certainly measure 2 inches in di- 
ameter. These buttons are used lavish- 
ly to ornament cloaks, coats and dresses. 
N -met lines a waist will have small but- 
tons at tho bottom, ami each button is 
larger than tho last as they reach high- 
er. This is a very e>ff active manner of 
trimming, )>articularly double breasted 
coats or dresses. Many gowns have 
these braid buttons on the skirts in clus- 
ters of three. 

Them am for home gowns some lovely 
woven cords and piquets, mostly in deli- 
cate ojien work ami flat, so that they 
really ought not to lie called cord*. These 
are also frequently seen now on the long 
coats of the tim-st qualities. The new 
soutache braid i* remarkable for it. fine 
finish. This comes in all colors and fre- 
quently is found in sets of several shades 
of one color, moat generally in the 
browns for use in trimming on© gar- 
ment, the dark shades at the lot tom or 
vice versa.

Open the Cage Door. 

For several roam past the newspaper# 
have lieon waxing war against the nse 
i>f bird# for millinery pur [totes, and the 
war i# a righteous one, although it 
would be an excellent plan to broaden 
the scheme of the campaign so that it 
would include otTeuaive tactics toward 
the barbarous sport of pigeon shooting, 
which is quite as cruel and needless a 
practice as it would be if the skius of 
the mutilated victims were used for dec- 
orative purposes. However, it is not the 
dead bird* that have suffered the most. 
It is the wild, living songsters that ure 
captured and shut up in close cages to 
spend the rest of their wretched days 
yearning for the liberty that is their 
birthright. 

It Is not so wonderful that thought lea* 
children and cruel and ignorant men 
and women, who have never learned 
auything lieyoml what the daily experi- 
ences of a sordid aud debasing life can 
teach them — it is not so wonderful tliat 
they capture, sell and destroy with no 
revereooe for the gentle gospel of ten- 
derness and pity toward the harmless 
creatures whose free and natural life is 
so beautiful. But it is unfortunately 
true that reilnod aud cultivated wotneu, 
who would consider themselvee insulted 
by thn accusation of cruelty to any liv- 
ing thing, keep as pots robins, thrushes 
and bluebirds, that drag out in misera- 
ble and hopeless captivity the life that 
was meant to be a blessing to the world 
at large. 

The argument that they are unable to 
take oare of themselves cauuot beoffered 
as an excuse fur keeping theee hardy, ua- 
tive birds imprisoned. The canary, 
whose ancestors have been cage bred for 
generations, is au artificial prodaction, 
without strength to fly or skill to supply 
his own needs. But tha singing birds of 
our woods and fields are quite capable of 
supporting themselves without human 
assistance. If women would only use 
their influence against the practice of 
catching aud confining wild birds, they 
might accomplish a great deal. 

But the outlook for such a movement 
is not encouraging. The writer of this 
article knows a household composed en- 
tirely of wouieu, wealthy, well bred and 
well educated — one of them has a college 
training— who every spring steal from 
the numerous noets in the trees and 
shrubbery of their large garden young 
birds that they attempt to rear by hand. 
It is necessary to obtain a fresh supply 
every year, because the majority of the 
birds die after a few weeks of prison life. 
This feminine household is so ten dor 
hearted that it is ruled by ita servants 
and doga, but nevertheless the annual 
slaughter of the innocents goes on. Per- 
haps they succeed in keeping one victim 
out of a doxon alive to cheer his captors 
with an occasional bsartburet of song 
when the bright sunlight and the blue, 
unattainable Bky tell the prisoner what 
his life was meant to be. 

How many scores of birds these women 
have destroyed in the kindest and moat 
lingering way [osaible it would be hard 
to compute, and they have their proto- 
types in every town and village.
